people.” And this question rapidly narrows 
down to our American scene, for competitive 
popular government has already vanished 
from nearly all the rest of the world. 
So far we have succeeded here, on the 
whole, very well, with an informal and con­ 
genial system of two parties, plus a third 
just competitive enough to keep the major 
parties reasonably alert and respectable. 
Opposite and horrible examples have been 
seen in the two or three dozen parties that 
afflicted Germany before Hitler swept them 
up. and a rather similar multiplicity of par­ 
ties which has long been the usual thing in 
France. It was French inability to concen­ 
trate its varied public issues in two or three 
strong {laities which made it so weak in its 
recent tragic testing time. 
Mr. Lippmann, emphasizing that if democ­ 
racy can’t work here it can’t work anywhere, 
refloats the old warning of George Washing­ 
ton against “partisan fury.” This is, per­ 
haps. the most important time in history to 
show, by moderation of party rancor, that 
fiolitiral democracy can really work. A con­ 
test is necessary, hut it should be kept within 
the hounds of reason and fairness.

These men were wholly 
incapable of recognizing National Socialism 
as the dawn of a new era in relationships Im'- 
tvveen men and nations.” 
Here speaks the fierce jealousy w ith which 
Germany has long regarded England, as well 
as the National Socialists’ natural desire to 
make their victory complete. The hardest 
thing they have had to boar was the lack of 
I es f>eot for Germany that they felt in the 
British ruling class. 
Now they are deter­ 
mined to prove their own superiority by de­ 
stroying that class. Such a motive is prob­ 
ably as strong as their desire to loot the 
wealth of the British Empire.
